start work. 

City Engineer George Kneese will have his crew 
of surveyors on the job this week, laving the lines 
for the street. When his men have finished a city 
labor crew will dig a pit in the center of the willow^y 
stretch wherein Pete Lnid and his gang of barbe- 
cuers will cook the beeves to be donated by West¬ 
ern Meat Company and Virden Packing Company. 

Two crews will be started at work, one from 
either end. And they can’t eat until they reach the 
barbecue pit.

Easter duds will 
be ruled off. The most pooular costume will be a 
rouqh shirt, pair of old trou’, and some castoff shoes 
and an ax or a maddock or a brush hook. Eating 
tools will be furnished, as will entertainment.

Bees That Lay Egge 

in Bricks and Wood 

Sometimes us you are looking at 
an old wall you will notice that the 
mortar between the bricks contains 
a number of deep pits. If you probe 
Into various holes you will be star¬ 
tled eventually by the exit from one 
of them of a small, but very angry 
bee. You have. In fact, disturbed 
the mason bee in his home. The 
hole In whiidi he was lurking was 
made by his powerful Jaws. 

The female lays eggs In little re¬ 
ceptacles at the bottom of the hole 
and places a store of food beside 
each egg. The hole Is then sealeil 
up will) a mixture <if clay and mor¬ 
tar, softened with the bee's saliva. 
The eggs are left to tlieniselves, and 
when hatched the young bees event¬ 
ually eat Iheir way out into the 
open. 

'llie cousin of the mason bee Is 
called the carpenter bee. He bur¬ 
rows Into woodwuprk. rliiH>slng gen¬ 
erally the underside of the beam, 
to protect the hole from rain. 

At the bottom of the hole an egg 
Is laid. Then comes a partition of 
mud and wood chips: then another 
egg, and so on till the hole Is lllled. 
The carpenter then seals it securely 
and leaves the eggs fo look ufter 
(heinselves, am) when hutched the 
bees eat through each partition 
till they get out.

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Scene of Construction 
Of Great Road Project 


Of Interest to Autcisi]^ 
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one of them paralleling the nght-of-way fill is the base 
of operations for a floating dredge; piles are driven 
with a floating driver for jnle trestle; an industrial 
railroad is used in constructing the fill. These interest¬ 
ing operations can be seen by the motorist who wishes 
to occupy an afternoon in a journey to the scene. 

The initial unit of the road is being built sixty feet 
wide on a 125-foot-right-of-way. Material for the 
fill is being taken from the adjacent Belle Air Island. 

Among the many arguments that have been ad¬ 
vanced by proponents of the highway to speed its 
construction is the one that it conforms admirably 
to the now generally accepted program of constructing 
by-pass routes for through motor traffic. By-pass 
routes are thos'e that do not pass through the conges¬ 
ted districts of cities. The ad,vantage of such roads 
has come to be recognized even by the smaller com¬ 
munities, which once demanded that they should be 
routed over their main streets. It was found, however, 
that this system was more of a curse than a blessing. 

Another view is that taken by James M. Owens 
highway engineer, who compares highway problems 
with those encountered by the large railroad system. 
In a railroad system, Owens points out, as the traffic 
increases the track capacity also is increased and 
sometimes major correctional line changes are made. 
The Bay Shore road, he says, should be considered in 
that light, as an important correctional line change in

Seasonable Good Things 

A GOOD peppery dish of chili 
will be welcome these chilly 
days of winter. 

Chill Con Came.—Cpt Into pieces, 
ns for fricassee, one chicken, weigh¬ 
ing four [xninds. Season each piece 
with salt and pepper, ilredge with 
flour and quickly brown In a little 
hot fat. Boil six large red peppers 
until soft, press through a lolan- 
der. removing the seeds and white 
(tortIon. I’m Ihrough a food cliop- 
per two small onions, or lliret* 
cloves of garlic and one-quarter of 
a cuiiful of capers. Add this ndx- 
ture to the browned chleken In a 
stewpan, cover with boiling water 
or seasoned stock and cook until 
the chicken is tender. Before serv¬ 
ing the chicken thicken the liquid 
wllh (lour and butter and season 
well with salt. 

Creole Meat Pie.—1‘rppnre one 
quart of cornineal mush, using one 
cupftil of cornineal. four cupfuls of 
boiling water and a teaspiamful of 
salt, cooking two hours In a double 
holler. Brown one minced onion 
In four tahlespoonfuls of butter; 
add one pound of hamburger steak 
and cook until the red color has left 
the meat. Add one teaspoonful of 
salt, one chopped sweet pepper and 
one pint of sifted tomato. Cover 
the bottom of a greased ca.sserole 
with a layer of the cooked mush, 
then a layer of the seasoned meat; 
repent until all is used. Sprinkle a 
little grated cheese and buttered 
iTHinhs over the top and bake for 
half an hour. 

Gelatin of Liver.—But one and 
one-half iiounds of* calf’s liver 
through the meat cho(iper; mix with 
(uie cupful of line bread crumbs; 
add two teasjioonfuls of salt, one- 
half teaspiMuiful of pepiier. a dash 
of cayenne and a tahlospoonful of 
scraped onion. Moisten wllh thin 
cream and hot water to soak the 
crutnbs. adding butter to the wa¬ 
ter if there is no cream. Add two 
well-beaten eggs and steam in a 
cylindrical mold for an liour. When 
firm, remove from the heat. Slice 
cold In thin slices; serve with hot 
rlced potstoes.
